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UN Faces Rightist Threat 


Contrary to the idea which has rooted 
itsélf in far too many minds, democracy 
must look both to right and left for threats 
to its future. 

At Flushing Meadow the 59-member 
United Nations Assembly is currently 
tackling a historic docket of 73 items, most 
of which relate to the much-publicized 
atruggie against advancing Communist 
forces and Communist ideas. 

But among those 73 items is one which 
presents perhaps the most serious threat 
thrust at world democracy by forces on 
the extreme right since Hitler, Mussolini 
and Hirohito ganged up, 

Unless the Assembly faces up to the 
threat, South African rightist forces will 
do for Communism what it cannot do for 
itself. ; 

Unless bold action is taken, as it was 


in Korea—although not necessafily mili- . 


tary action in this case—-democracy will 
suffer a staggering blow. 

Not only has South Africa’s Dy. Malan 
defied the United Nations by virtually an- 
nexing mandated South Africa, but his Na- 
tionalist Party has passed one of the most 
despicable pieces of legislation imaginable, 
the Group Areas Bill. : 

Inspired by the doctrine of apartheid, 
or “state of being apart,” the measure 
means a far-reaching policy of racial seg- 
regation. : : 

It proposes to divide every city, town 
and hamlet in South Africa into three main 
racial zones, white, black and colored. All 
farming land would be similarly appor- 
tioned. H 

No person would be allowed to reside, 
acquire property, or conduct @ business in 
a zone not earmarked for his own racial 
group. 

The bill envisages eventual control by 


the government of all land ownership and 
occupation throughout South Africa. 

The right to challenge government 
powers in this regard is specifically ex- 
cluded. 

Both India and Pakistan have asked 
the government not to proceed with the 
bill. India has laid the case before the 
United Nations, since several hundred 
thousand Indians living in South Africa 
will be affected. 

In his drive to “make South Africa 
safe for the white races,” Dr. Malan stirs 
disturbing memories of Hitler’s propagan- 
da about the “master race.” 

But the Group Areas Bill is only one of 
several measures taken or proposed to en- 
sure racial purity. 

Others include preparation of a popu- 
lation register and system of identification 
cards (termed a “racial stud book” by one 
critic, because it is intended to prevent 
people escaping across their racial group 
boundary) ; banning of all mixed marriages 
and rendering cohabitation between mem- 
bers‘ of different groups a criminal of- 
fence; a new citizenship bill to ensure loy- 


* alty of all newcomers; passport control to 


prevent hostile critics leaving the country 
to atta2k the administration from abroad; 
and, capping it all, a measure to outlaw 
Communists. ° 

Of. one thing we may be sure, if the 
policy is carried out, it will serve to send 
additional recruits into the arms of Com- 
munist parties not only in South Africa, 
but in other countries wherever the infam- 
ous measure is publicized. 

* After stalling far too long on Dr. Ma- 
Jan’s annexation of mandated territory, it 
is now up to the current UN assembly ses- 
sion to seize the burgeoning bull by the 
horns and act. . 


Carrying a Good Thing Too Far | 


This business about Alberta’s rich 
natural resources can be carried too far. 

As a matter of fact, it appears to have 
been taken quite a bit too far back in an 
ancient geological age, when things like 
water and natural gas were doled out to 
various communities-to-be. 

Even in that early era, distribution was 
out of whack. 

The town of Meeting Creek, 70 miles 
south of Edmonton, has been paying a 
premium for its existence ever since it 
was founded in 1912. 

With no town water supply available, 


the CNR has hauled water for Meeting 


-Creek 50 miles in from Big Valley. 


Three times during the past 20 years, 
in’ three different locations, townsfolk 
have drilled wells in search of water. 

But all they struck was gas—and 
plenty of it. 

So precious aqua continues to be hauled 
that expensive 50 miles from Big Valley. 

With more natural gas under their feet 
than they can use, citizens of Meeting 
Creek would probably be glad to trade 
some other community a good gasser or 
two for one good gusher—particularly if 
it produced nothing but cool, clear water. 


Calling of Matthew the Publican | 


Last Thursday was the feast day of 
St. Matthew, apostle and martyr and 
author of the first Gospel in the New 
Testament of our Saviour Jesus Christ. 

There are many interesting points 
about St. Matthew’s Gospel, notably that 
it was written entirely from the Jewish 
: viewpoint and as the message of Jesus 
-, directed particularly towards the Jews. 

In this respect it is in contrast to the 
Gospel of St. Luke which was written by 
a Greek primarily for the Gentiles. 

Each Gospel contains the same truth, 
the same story and the same testimony. 
But the viewpoint of each writer is dif- 
ferent. 

It is the person of St. Matthew, how- 
ever, that is of primary interest during 
the octave of his feast day. 

It should be remembered that Matthew 
was of a class and of an occupation most 
despised by his fellow Jews. 

He was a publican, a tax collector for 
the Romans. Thus he was of a calling 
regarded by other Jews as traitorous and 
by all men as dishonest, ruthless and de- 
grading. 

_ The story of Matthew's calling by 
esus is a simple one; 

“And as Jesus passed forth from thence,

he saw a man named Matthew, sitting at 
the receipt of custom; and He saith unto 
him, Follow me, And he arose, and follow- 
ed Him.” 

Just as Peter and James and John left 
their ships and their nets and their fish 
to follow Jesus to Calvary, so did Matthew 
leave his trays of Roman money and 
followed too. 

Later in the day, after Jesus had 
called Matthew, He went into supper at 
Matthew’s house. 

“And when the Pharisees saw it, they 
said unto the disciples, Why eateth your 
Master with publicans and sinners? But 
when Jesus heard that, He said unto them, 
They that be whole need not a physician, 
but they that are sick... J am not come 
to call the righteous, but sinners to re- 
pentance.” 

Thus Matthew was made to symbolize 
one of the most profound truths of the 
Christian Faith, that the Church Militant 
on earth exists primarily to minister to 
sinners. 

Christ did not choose for His disciples 
men of outstanding goodness or intellect 
or spirituality, but common men, even 
publicans and sinners, who by the power 
of the Holy Spirit became the foundations 
of Christ’s Church,

MONCTON, N.B. — Moncton 
has a couple of real good phen- 
omena. 

Ordinarily-I am kind of luke- 
warm on phenomena. Mountains 
that look like things, for example. 
I can never figure them out. 
Moncton's phenomena are 50 sim- 
ple that a child or even a tourist 
can understand them—or, at any 
rate, know that they exist. 

I refur, of course, to the fam- 
ous tidal bore on the Petitcodiac 
River, upon which Moncton is 
located, and the so-called Mag- 
netic Hill, both moderately as-

There's a great wide bend in 
the river here and at low tide, 
which it is when you turn up, 
it's a rather desolate looking 
mudbank, Tne dirty chocolate 
stream moves sluggishly down to 
the Bay of Fundy.

‘The same is true of art and 
music, we have pictures that reflect a disordered mind 


hailed as true art. Jazz has become the symbol of our | 


shallowness. 

The real poverty of our world today is the poverty 
of the minds that meet it. Never having been, taught to 
draw from the depths we fail to understand what the 
great minds have said to us from the deeps of their own 
experience and knowledge of life. 

The same can be applied to the Christian life. People 
approach Christ and say “has He anything for me.” But 
they can see only the surface and are content to dismiss 
the whole matter from their minds. God is for them only 
a symbol and Christ a great name, 

They have nothing to draw with and the well is deep, 
and so they go away Stsappointed, not realizing that the 
trouble is not with “Christianity but with themselves, 

It is not Christ who is on trial. He always asked 
people if they wanted to be healed or if they had faith or 
did they believe that He could do what He said. We need 
faith, moral earnestness and sincerity before we can hope 
to be able to draw from the well of living water. 

What we require is simply to realise our own need and 
in faith and prayer confess our realisation of the need 
for Christ in our lives, It requires that we be terribly 
in earnest in our search for Him. We must be ready
